Gain for State» W ith Big Cities. 


The greatest increase In représenta 
timi has taken piaee In the states in 
widen large cities have sprung up dur 
ing the la«t century. F o r Instnnee, New 
York state started off In 1700 with 
only ten representatives. 
Today thnt 
state has 43 seats In the house. Penn 
sylvanta, started off in 1870 with 13 
members of the body and now Hhs 3d; 
Illinois was not represented at aii In 
the house unfit 1810, and then h.v one 
member only. 
That state now has '.'7 
representatives, 
Ohio was represent
